JOLIET, 111., Sept. 10.—Tom Harris, 


a three year old convict iu tho peniten- 
tiary, sentenced for burglary, hauged 
himself to a bar in his cell door yester- 
day morning, but was found before life 
was extinct. On his pillo'W in the cell 
was found a confession that he was the 
murderer of the McCombs family in 
Minnesota a few years ago. Harris is 
only sixteen years old, and is discour- 
aged with life. The penitentiary offi- 
cials are reticent about the case. 


SOUTHAMFTOK, Sept. 10.—There is a 


deadlock iu traffic here in consequence 
of the strike. Dock, coal and steam- 
ship companies ere not disposed to meet 
tho strikers or make any compromise 
with them. Tho mayor, town clerk and 
head constable of Southampton have 
conferred with the leaders of the dock 
laborers and have induced them to 
agree that no obstacle shall bo placed in 
the way of tho mails, and that American 
liners shall bo allowed to enter the 
docks provided no non union men ore 
permitted to load them. They have also 
agreed that steamers with perishable 
cargoes may be unloaded on the same 
condition- 


VERY MESAKCISG. 


No trains had passed into tho dock 


up to midnight last night except those 
carrying tho mails. Tho strikers have 
telegraphed to Mr. Davitt and A. B. 
Cunningham Graham asking their as- 
sistance. If the strike continues the 
Union company will send its -ships to 
London. The military will remain on 
duty hero for Bomo time. 


Affairs aro severely menanoing this 


morning. More troops have been sum- 
moned to the scene of tho strike. 
A 


number of boats manned by the strikers 
aro laying out in tho stream with a view 
of intercepting incoming steamers and 
prevailing upon their crews to strike. 
The admiralty has been asked by the 
local authority to assist in preventing 
this new move. Eight of tho strikers 
have been arrested for rioting. 
The 


mayor's residence was threatened by the 
mob again to day and he at once tele- 
phoned for soldiers, who instantly re- 
sponded, arriving in cabs.

If facile expression means anything, 


Speaker Beed seemed a happy man to- 
day. 
Ho came to the capitol early, 


walking as usual from the Shortham 
hotel. 
As tho speaker proceeded on 


Pennsylvania avenue at his usual delib- 
erate gait, people stopped to look at 
him and many doffed their hats. 
The 


speaker went directly to his room in the 
house lobby and a few minutes after- 
wards jubilant republican members sur- 
ro\inded him. 


Tho muddy and sloppy condition of 


many sidewalks in this city after rain 
storms has grown to bo such a serious 
aggravation to foot travelers that re- 
monstrances are occasionally filed with 
the common council and petitions for a 
remedy have been read from time to 
time, and some repairs made at the 
city's expense. At a meeting held some 
time ago, the street committee recom- 
mended tho repairing of tho sidewalk ou 
the north side of West Creighton 
avenue, extending from Shawueo_Bun to 
Fairfield avenue, tho sidewalk being 
covered with mud and water. It was 
for some reason not done. At last 
night's meeting Councilman Dalmon 
introduced a resolution to have such re- 
pairs made at tho city's expense, be 
cause, he said, t ho walk is almost im- 
passible whenever it rains. Who must 
bear the expense of these repairs? asked 
one councilman. Here the opinion of 
tho city attorney, Henry Colerick, was 
called for. He responded as follows: 
"There are probably in Fort Wayne to- 
day two hundred sidewalks which are 
muddy and,sloppy, because of a wrong 
grade either in tho street or sidewalk. 
This 
is 
explained 
when 
you 


came to realize that the streets and 
sidewalks of the city are not built on an 
established grade, except I may say, iu 
the old county addition, which embraces 
a few streets in the vicinity each way of 
the City hall. There is no systematic 
plan of surveys on file in your city civil 
engineer's office, 
Ono engineer has 


given a giade to suit himself; maybo his 
predecessor would give a different grade 
a square distant, and maybe again his 
successor would give a grade as far dis- 
tant the other way on tho same street, 
which would bo altogether different 
from either of the others. Many grades 
have thus been made for individual 
parties, which at tho time 
were 


satisfactory. So it is that the streets 
and sidewalks are built inaccurately. 
There is no standard grade for on en- 
gineer to operate under and in conse- 
quence you now find before you an em- 
barassing stato of affairs. 
Your nov^ly 


paved streets are being newly graded. 
It leaves some of tho sidewalks above 
and some of them below the grade. 
When the street car tracks were rebuilt 
grades were also changed, and this is 
the trouble in the instance cited by Mr. 
Dalman. Arise in the grade of tho 
street caused the water and mud to settle 
on the brick sidewalks as stated. Now, 
it remains for the council to settle the 
question as to who shall bear the ex- 
pense of repairing the sidewalks. It is 
my opinion that if the grades given for 
the streets and walks were legal tho city 
would be bounden; but the stato law

SCALES STAY'. 


The trial of

A Warni IHaciihsiou Over the City 
Scales and WeiKluuaMter. 


A leport which caused a universal 


stir in tho council chamber last night 
was the one submitted by tho committee 
to whom was trusted a finding for the 
petition from tho Farmers' alliance, re- 
lating to tho city scales, the city weigh- 
master and the market. The petition 
of tho alliance was firut, to sell products, 
hay, wood, etc., through the city at 
their own will, having the freedom of 
all the thoroughfares for the sale of 
goods as they eee most fit; second, to 
have the enforcement removed which 
now compels them to have their hay, 
grain, etc., weighed; third, to divest 
Weighmaster Patrick Byan of tho power 
or liberty to purchase at the market 
place for any customers who may place 
their orders in his charge. 


The committee reported adversely to 


Hie first section oh the grounds that 
lie rule had become so firmly estab- 
ished and withal it had become a con- 
venience to the public generally, that it 
would be unwise to permit the farmers 
o cell goods anywhere in the city with- 
out a license. The second tection was 
ikewise reported against, as it was con- 
sidered that to abolish tho public scale, 
which would follow iu the event of not 
compelling a weight of all such goods as 
are now weighed, would be unjust to 
the buyers), who expect a standard 
weight. 


The committee reported favorably to
